Spectacular Results

MANY dentists believe that the 
day may come when every city in 
the country will insist on the add! 
tion of fluorine to its drinking water 
to protect the teeth of it* citizens. 
Fluorine it a chemical element 
and occurs naturally in water sup­ 
plies in certain p an s of the United 
States. Ever since it was discovered 
a few years ago that people who 
were born and reared in these fluor­ 
ine areas had less tooth decay than 
those living in other places, there 
has been great interest in th# pos­ 
sible effects of adding fluorine to 
the public water supply. 


Namber of Cities 
Indeed, a number of cities have 
already done so, adding enough to 
bring the fluorine content up to one 
part of fluorine to one million parts 
of water. 
Now Drs. T. A. Hardgrova and 
F. A. Bull of Wisconsin ha va re­ 
ported on a study contrasting the 
dental health of children in one city 
where the fluorine content of the 
drinking water was 2.3 parte per 
million and another where it was 
only .05 parts per million. Only 
children who had been born in the 
respective cities and who had lived 


there continuously were considered. 
All were of kindergarten age—five 
to six years old. 


Spectacular Results 
Results were spectacular. There 
was three times aa much decay in 
permanent teeth and four times as 
much in baby teeth among the chil­ 
dren of the city v.here the fluorine 
content in the drinking water was 
low. Only one out of every 33 had 
teeth free from decay. Where the 
fluorine content of the water was 
high, almost one-third of the chil­ 
dren had perfect permanent teeth. 
Other studies have been carried 
out to determine just how the fluor­ 
ine works. For example, Dr. B. G. 
Bibby of Boston found that fluorine 
solution applied to teeth with a 
cotton applicator reduced the solu­ 
bility of the tooth substance, that 
is, the enamel covering on the out­ 
side of the tooth and the dentin 
within it. In other words, applying 
the fluorine solution kept the tooth 
substance from being dissolved by 
mouth fluids. 
In any event it would appear that 
the addition of fluorides to drinking 
water, or even the application of 
fluorides directly to the teeth, may 
be a great factor in keeping tooth 
decay from occurring.
